STRIKE NOW ON

LATEST LABOR STRUGOLE BE-
GAN YESTERDAY.

A Large Number of Collieries Clossd
Down and More Will Be Bhut To-
day, It Is Expected — District
Board of the U. M. W. of A.
Orders All Firemen Who Are Mem-
bers of That Organization Not to
SBtrike—Engineers Decide Not to

Do Any Firing.

The threatencd sirike of the #las
tionary firemen employed at the var-
iour mines throughout thiz valley bes
came A reality yesterday morning,

when the strike order decided upon at
Bunday's convention went into effect,
It will be impossibie to tell the ex-
tent of the strike or the sirength of
the firemen's organization until today,
because In a large number of instances
the men did not quit work until &
o'clock yesterday afternoon, that e
ing the time limit decided upon at the

meeting held on Monday night,

A falrly Jarge numhber of mines
throughout the valley were closed
down ull day yesterday, however, as

the result of the Aremen quitting work.
The average number of firemen em-
ployved at n colliery I8 only about «ight,
four to a shift, ¥et the refusal to work
on the part of this small number yos-
terday threw out of employment ns
many as 6% men at gome of the mines,

The Delsware and Hudson company
wid the higgest sufferer hy yesterday's

strike, nearly all the firemen employed
by that corporation being members of
the firemen's aorganizatlon, Every
mine and colllery operated hy the
company, both up and down the val
ley, with very few exceptions, was
vioged down by reason of the strike,
The big Coalbrook breaker at Cir-

bondale, which 1&g supplied with conl
from the six or seven mines and drifts
in the vicinity of that city was closed
down all day.

ONLY ONE 1DLE

None of the Lackawanna collleries in
or around the elty was closed down
with the exception of the Cayuga, in
North Seranton, but severa! of that
company s minex down the valley, In-
cluding the Blisg, Auchincloss and
Woodward, were ghut down all day.

None of the fourteen collleries of the
Berunton Coal company and Kl Hill
Coal and Iron company wera closed
down, and as far sg could be learned
all the Pennsylvania Coal company’s
mines worked full time.  Four of the
elght colllericg controlled by the Teme-

ple Tron and Coal company wore closed
down.

It would appear that the firomon are
not golng to have the unanimous and
hearty support of the mine workers'
organization, as  they =0 confidently
